SUPPORTERS GROUP - Comment 


Whilst the nation still theorizes and searches for the answers to what went wrong on Novem- 
ber 29th, some have already made up their mind. Not that they needed any convincing. 
Predictably the non-English media and other opportunists with an axe to grind have laid the 
blame squarely on Soccer Australia Chairman - David Hill and his board of commissioners. 
Naturally we saw the appearance of Tony Labbozzetta on SBS TV taking a swipe at Soccer 
Australia (SA) and in particular David Hill, and naturally enough SBS were more than happy 
to get into the act too. SBS reporter Andrew Orsatti did his best impersonation of Mike 
Moore, and in a bid to not appear ‘lightweight’ tried to get stuck into David Hill by calling for 
some resignations. 


SBS have contributed greatly to the growth of Australian soccer, but their childish antics of 
late are turning fans off. itis no secret that SA are desperately seeking commercial televi- 
sion coverage. Channel 7 wanted to bid for the rights to telecast France 98, not realizing 
SBS had already secured the rights some years ago. The most likely scenario next season 
is that in conjunction with SBS and Optus Vision a commercial TV station will pick up a 1- 
hour highlights package to be shown weekly. 


Most of the non-English media also demanded that Hill stand down. Instead of eating humble 
pie they had the gall to ask for the resignation of SA. One ‘journalist’ (we use the term 
loosely) from an ethnic newspaper demanded to know why David Hill, Neville Wran or 
George Negus had not stood down. David Hill has stated if there were a regime who could 
do a better job, he would gladly hand over the reigns. At this point in time, there isn’t. 


it is unfortunate, but it appears some people within the ethnic media are quite happy to see 
the game plod along and represent small sections of the Australian population. Quite selfish 
really. One radio station ended up with copious amounts of egg on their face when they 
predicted a couple of months ago that there would only be about 10-15,000 at the MCG, 
They claimed that the average person in the street is not interested in soccer. Well, they 
were only 70,000 short. We shall forward them a large spatula. 


The constituents and stakeholders of Soccer Australia are the only ones who can determine 
their fate, and the overwhelming majority have made it quite clear that they want David Hill 
and his board to be there at least until their term expires (2000). This is encouraging. Aus- 
tralian soccer needed a good shake-up and for a few home truths to be pointed out. Most of 
the “old guard” didn’t like it, but after all the truth does hurt. Some clubs immediately shouted 
racial discrimination. Ironically it was these same clubs who for the last 20 years have done 
little to open their doors and welcome the rest of the Australian public. 


What we witnessed on the 29th of November was a spectacle unrivaled in the history of 
Australian sport, which captured the imagination of the whole country. A united Australia 
cheering for our football team, the Socceroos. But we cannot rely on one game in every four 
years to promote our sport. The National Soccer League is the “bread & butter” of Australian 
soccer, and to win the hearts and minds of Australian sports fans we must continue with the 
process of reform. Last Saturday, Soccer Australia took out an advertisement in the Austra- 
lian newspaper, inviting expressions of interest for consortiums to join the Ericsson Cup. You 
can be assured that there are a few nervous A-League clubs around Australia. It is impor- 
tant for the Lakers to continue to grow and evolve whether the “old guard” like it or not. We 
owe it to the future generations of South Melbourne fans. 


GO LAKERS 
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THE FAUSTO FACTOR 


HD: Why did you leave the Melbourne Knights for the Lakers, considering you won 2 Champion- 
ships with them? 

FD: Well, | must admit, | never actually thought I'd play for South Melbourne, | always thought | was 
probably not good enough for South, when I first got into the NSL, because South was, or still is such a 
dominating force out on the park. | thought, they’ve got such good players and are so successful, | didn’t 
think | was good enough to play for them. But, see what happened, was that | thought | had achieved as 
much as | could at the Knights, | mean I'd won the 2 Championships. When South initially asked me to 
come over, I'd gathered some considerable thought, but at that stage refused. But then when the Knights 
and | had some contractual differences, South found out and called me straight away and that day, | 
signed there and then, because there was no way | was going to let the opportunity slip again. I'm glad 
I did sign and | hope | can stay here for a very long time. 


HD; What is the best thing you tike about South Melbourne? 

FD: Without a doubt, it is very professionally run and I say that as a soccer player, for a soccer player. 
The players are provided with everything they possibly need. The important thing is they have the best 
facilities, the best I’ve seen in the country. Definitely the coaching staff, a very professional coaching staff; 
the physio team, who are always there for you. Basically, everything a player would want in soccer, South 
have it. | believe there really is no difference between here and Europe, except the money. And when | 
say that, | mean not player wise, but more as in Club wise, what a Club can afford and offer it's players 
and South offer the best facilities. 


HD: Last season, the fans were really waiting for two players to score, David Clarkson and your- 
self. David has done his bit, when is it your turn? 

FD: There's a few things that | want to do, that are in the back of my mind. First thing and my priority is to 
do the best | can for this club as a defender. Second, is to win a championship, by all means it is my 
greatest ambition to win at this club. Finally, | think | do want to score a goal without a doubt, but at the 
moment | want to make sure everything is working at South. | mean, | hope that | can break the 3 year 
drought were | haven't scored, because I've made a bet with someone outside the club and it's a pretty 
big bet. It's a little bit expensive, but if I lose, I'll have to pay the consequences. 


HD: The Socceroos are on the verge of probably thelr biggest game ever on the 29" of November. 
What's your opinion towards you not being in the squad, considering you are rated as probably 
one of the best defenders in the country? 

FD: | don’t know, it's very hard emotionally and it’s very difficult. It is very stressful in a way, because the 
time | was there was very short and | was never given a clear chance to do what I had to do out on the 
park, It's a player's dream, passion to represent their country and I just hope one day before | retire, that 
| can play at least one international minute against another country, because look at my stats and it says 
“Fausto De Amicis - Socceroo; Representations - 0". If | just get 10 minutes of play, I'll be happy having 
experienced it, if not, I'll just keep doing my best at Club level. 


HD: What's been your most memorable moment in your career? 

FD: Of course, winning 2 Championships with the Knights was very memorable. | think, the opportunity to 
play at this level, in the NSL has been great. Also to travel to Japan with the Knights, and meeting the 
likes of Schillaci and having a chat with him was great. And definitely transferring to South has been 
memorable. 


HD: Who's been the biggest influence on your career? 

FD: Well, I'm a very determined person myself. I'm very determined at only one thing in life, believe it or 
not, and that's soccer. I've always put soccer first. But I've always had great support from my mother and 
father, Elizabeth & Tony and tremendous support after 12 years that we’ve known each and that’s from 
my wife, Rosetta. She’s been very supportive. | think mentally though, it’s been me that’s wanted to 
continue. | mean, my father has always give me support, he's always taken me to soccer and wanted to 
achieve. | don't have one trophy at home, they're all at my parents house, because that's where they 
want them. They are just so proud, and that makes me joyful. But really, I've just always wanted it myself. 
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HD: What's the funniest thing you've seen at South? 

FD: This is hard....you've got a lot of personalities in this team. You know, | really like Steve losifidis 
though. His character, | really like his personal character and his outlook on life. To me it’s funny, because 
the way he is, he’s a very nice guy, very respectful and I just really admire his character. 


HD: 1992 was your first year | the league. In that time, who have been the greatest players you have 
played with and against? 2 

FD: The best I've played with, I'd have to say it was a joy to play with Mark Viduka. He is just a tremendous 
talent and just they way he works. | really admire him and look up to him, even though I'm older than him, 
because he has done well and all because he wanted to. My most difficult opponent, has always been 
Goran Lozanovski, You know in the Knights-City derbies, always being at the top and fighting for champi- 
onships, Goran’s always been my hardest opponent, purely for his crossing. He always tries to catch you 
out of position, so I've always had to keep an extra step in defense, trying to be a bit more defensively 
minded, not to let him get away from me, because | know I'd be punished for it. | mean, it’s great to be 
playing with him now, because | don’t have to chase and worry about him anymore, 


HD: What's it like playing under a coach like Mirko Bazic and then under a newer generation coach 
like Ange Posetcoglou? 

FD: Mirko Bazic was very, very simple, his training sesions were very, very simple. [t would be the same 
thing everyday at training. Technically, he was good when the games were on, but at training, believe it or 
not, he would be too busy playing a game of chess with a friend in the grandstand, but although he wasn't 
there training with us, the players would be so determined, we'd say ‘who cares?', and we'd go out there 
and give it our best shot, because we really wanted to win that championship. Ange is different, but 1 
respect and like the way he is. 1 mean, you're always learning out there and it's the same with Ange. He 
spends a lot of time with the players, talking to them and training them welt. | mean, Ange is more focused, 
Not to say Mirko wasn't, but Ange is actually out there with us training. But basically, they are both 2 
different kinds of coaches.

More great players were recruited in 1964 and South Melbourne returned to winning form. 
Andreas Roussis from Greek First Division club Apollon moved into the team at centre 
half, Peter Tsitos took over in goal and won state selection and winger Jim Adam became 
of the club's all time greats. 


Ernie Ackerley, who had played 2 senior games with Manchester United before moving to 
Blackpool and Sater fourth division club Harrow, also joined the line-up that year. Fitzroy 
Alexander's goalkeeper Sam Service switched over to South and winger Jim Pyrgolios 
was recruited from Panathinaikos. 


With these reinforcements came their second State League championship. In the Dockerty 
Cup the club made the semi final stage but were beaten by Slavia 2-1 in extra time.

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OUR VISITORS 


Many experts predicted a difficult season for Sydney United in 1997/98. On the 
face of it, things looked bleak for the Pumas; on and off the field. Their Grand 
Final defeat to the Strikers in May signaled the amazing exodus from the Club 
of its best players and Coach. The Pumas had played some wonderful football 
last season but after the 2-0 loss to the Strikers, the side literally fell apart; the 
players leaving Sydney for all points of the compass. Only Zeljko Kalac ( who is 
awaiting a work permit before heading for Portsmouth), Richard Plesa, Velimir 
Kupresak, Jason Culina and Paul Bilokapic remain from the Grand Final side. 
Some have moved only short distances within the A-League; Mark Babic has 
gone to Marconi, Ante Moric to Canberra, Robert Trajkovski and 1996/97 Player 
of the Year Kresimir Marusic have moved to Carlton. Others like Robbie Enes, 
Ante Milicic, Aytek Genc and David Zadrilic have moved to European Clubs. 


The players that have remained have taken on extra responsibilities. Midfielder 
Paul Bilokapic has been made Captain and Velimir Kupresak who retired after 
the Grand Final has decided to continue playing. The loss of so many players 
has given the Club's younger players a chance to impress. Crews and Burns 
have become regulars in the first team, whilst the Culina brothers, Jason and 
Dean, did not follow their father to Canberra, preferring to stay in Sydney. In- 
deed, Jason was named Man of the match in the derby draw with Marconi. 


It was not difficult to sympathize with David Mitchell's predicament before the 
season; having to build a side from scratch, to the backdrop of the Club's well 
publicized legal battle with Soccer Australia. Wisely, David Mitchell helped re- 
cruit experienced players like Robbie Hooker (Adelaide Sharks) and David Barrett 
(UTS Olympic), who between them have played in more than 500 NSL games. 
Barrett, who represented Australia at the 1985 Under 17 World Cup in China, 
hasn't figured in the side recently because of injury. Mitchell went back to his old 
Club, UTS Olympic, to sign Abbas Saad and Steve Refenes as well as Mark 
Silic (Collingwood), Azur Mujanovic (Croatia), Stuart Munro (Blacktown City), 
Nick Bosevski (Marconi) and Marcus Phillips (Swindon Town). 


Since the beginning of the season, United has also bought 28 year-old midfielder 
Marin Galic from Hajduk Split. Stuart Munro, the former Rangers, St Mirren and 
Blacktown Rovers defender emigrated from Scotland with his wife. His perfor- 
mances in the State League side impressed Mitchell, who quickly snapped him 
up. Another NSW State League recruit is Peter Bennett. The right wing-back 
was a member of Australia's 1989 Youth Team before illness sidelined his ca- 
reer. After spells with Blacktown City and Leichardt Tigers he has finally made it 
to the NSL and has impressed with his performances to date. 


With so many new players, few expected Sydney United to figure promi- 
nently in the Finals race, yet two months into the season the Pumas head 
the table. Defensively, Sydney United are the best team in the League, 
conceding only six goals in their first ten games. Andrew Crews started the 
season in goal but has recently been displaced by Zeljko Kalac who has 
re-joined the Club - albeit temporarily - until he wins his fight for a UK work 
permit. Peter Bennett and Stuart Munro are very solid in defence and will- 
ing to attack. Despite playing most of his career at Club and International 
level in defence, Robbie Hooker has played in midfield this season, and 
Paul Bilokapic who at 21 is one of the League's youngest captains, has 
reveled in midfield this season. In attack, the partnership of Mitchell and 
Abbas Saad prolific. David Mitchell moved to Europe in 1983 and after 
stints at Rangers, Feyenoord. Eintracht Frankfur6t, Chelsea, Swindon Town 
and Selangor, has returned to Australia. After a short spell at UTS Olym- 
pic, Mitchell is now making a career as a Coach. Not that his playing days 
are over! He scored both goals in the win over Adelaide City and the win- 
ner against both Brisbane Strikers and Adelaide Sharks. One of his wisest 
moves was to recruit Abbas Saad from UTS Olympic. Saad, who spent 
several years in Asia, has been superb this season. He scored the Puma's 
first goal of the season and hit a brilliant hat-trick in the 3-0 win over Olym- 
pic. His stunning scissor kick against the Sharks a fortnight ago was one of 
the goals of the season.

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THE MAGIC... AND THE PAIN 


For two or three weeks, one could be forgiven for thinking Australia was a Germany, Italy or Brazil. The 
recent World Cup qualifier created the kind of media frenzy that only occurs in established soccer nations.

We were all 
Aussie soccer fans, ready to cheer our boys all the way to the World Cup. Some of the characters that had 
come were great to talk to, especially the Bay 23 boys, the Brisbane boys, the lads from Newcastle and 
the endless supply of British supporters. Some of the conversations | had were interesting to say the 
least, perhaps it had something to do with something | mentioned earlier. 


It was time to walk over to the M.C.G, luckily it was only a few steps away. The crowd pouring into the 
stadium was phenomenal, one could be forgiven if they felt they were going to see Essendon v Collingwood. 
If they did, like myself they would have almost fallen over when they walked in to see a huge crowd 
surrounding a soccer pitch in the middle of the M.C.G. For the first time in my life, for those next two hours, 
| was part of a Wembley type atmosphere without leaving the city. 


Cll try to explain these two hours or so, but not words will ever capture the magic or the pain felt in that 
short time. The playing of Advance Australia Fair, sent a chill down my spine. NEVER, NOWHERE, has 
our anthem ever been sung with so much passion and pride. The game then started and within 5 minutes 
it looking like being a rout, despite no goals scored, you could see Iran would have to succumb to the 
endless waves of attack. Then finally Harry Kewel, scored from a tough angle and the crowd erupted into 
chants of Ole, Ole, Ole, Ole Aussie, Aussie. 


The 2nd half started like the 1st finished, Australia on the attack, and it didn’t take long for Aurilio Vidmar 
to finally put one past the keeper and make it 2-0. Surely now we were through, how could Iran come back 
from this, you sense a massacre. The only problem was, nobody told the Iranians that they were meant to 
roll over and die. 


By now we all know what happened in the last 20 minutes of the game, so | won't bother putting everyone 
through it again. All I'll say is that the shock on everyone's faces when Azizi equalised and the devastation 
in everyone's eyes at the final whistle said it all. There were many men and women that shed a tear or two 
that night.
